T ext of the Lesson, I Kings xii, 1-24. 
M emory Verses, 13, 14— Golden Text, 
Prov. xiii, 20— Comm enta ry Prepa red 
by Rev. D. M. Stea rns. 


Our la st lesson in regula r Old Testa ­ 
ment studies wa s in December, 1903, 
a nd in connection with the dedica tion 
of the temple, a nd we a sked specia l 
a ttention to the fa ct tha t the desire of 
the Lord wa s tha t through Isra el a nd 
the temple a ll the people of the $a rtli 
might know the Lord a s the only God 
a nd put their trust in Ilim (I Kings viii, 
43-60). 
It is the eterna l purpose of 
•God tha t a ll na tions sha ll yet know 
Him through Isra el a nd worship Him 
(J er. iii, 17), a nd this wa s foresha d­ 
owed in the da ys of Solomon, when not 
only the queen of Sheba , but a ll the 
ea rth, sought to hea r the wisdom of 
God through Solomon a nd brought Ilim 
gifts (I Kings x, 1. 10, 24, 25). There 
wa s a nother foresha dowing when the 
wise men from the Ea st brought their 
trea sures to J esus a s a n infa nt a nd 
worshiped Him a s the King of the 
J ews (Ma tt, ii, 1, 2, 17). 
Terha ps the deceitfulness a nd des­ 
pera te wickedness of the hea rt were 
never more ma nifest tha n in Solomon, 
of whom it is written: “ There wa s no 
king like him who wa s beloved of bis 
God. * * * 
Nevertheless even him 
did outla ndish women ca use to sin“ 
(Neh. xiii, 26). Ilis wives turned a wa y 
his hea rt a fter their gods, a nd there­ 
fore a ll the kingdom wa s ta ken from 
him except the tribes of J uda h a nd 
Benja min (I Kings xi, 9-13), for J eru­ 
sa lem’s sa ke, the city which lie ha th 
chosen, a nd for the sa ke of Da vid, Ilis 
chosen serva nt. 
Ca non Fa usset thinks tha t the Song 
of Solomon represents his first love to 
J ehova h in youth, Proverbs his ma ­ 
tured experience in middle a ge a nd 
Ecclesia stes the sa d retrospect of old 
a ge, the la tter giving proba ble evi­ 
dence of his repenta nce. As to his sen 
a nd successor, it ma y be tha t Solomon 
ba d him in mind when he wrote, “ Who 
knoweth whether the ma n tha t sha ll 
be a fter me sha ll be a wise ma n or a 
fool? 
Eccl. 1!, 18, 19; Ps. xxxix, 6, 
is a lwa ys true of those who ga ther 
riches, “ lie liea peth up riches a nd 
knoweth not who sha ll ga ther them.” 
The wa y of ma n is not in himself. 
It is not in ma n tha t wa lketli to direct 
his steps (J er. x, 23), but the counsel 
of the Lord will sta nd, a nd lie will do 
a ll His plea sure (Isa . xlvi. 10).

though a ll Isra el ca me to Shechem to 
ma ke Rehoboa rn king, the Lord ha d 
purposed otherwise beca use of Solo­ 
mon’s sin.

The news of the anti-m onarchical 
outbreak at the beginning of October 
reached the world by way of Paris, 
and the fact th at the present reports 
are given currency by the sober Tem ps 
adds a right ring to them

news, in addition to stating that there 
is dissatisfaction 
in the arm y and 
navy, m entions the restlessness of the 
w orking 
classes,

bitter 
against the governm ent and are m ak­ 
ing dem ands th at it is im possible for 
th e latter to satisfy. It is also report­ 
ed th at the adm inistration has discov­ 
ered that a secret society is plotting 
to restore the m onarchy and th at the 
ringleaders have been arrested. 
Mailed reports from Lisbon in the 
course of the last few weeks have been 
such as to prepare one to expect a 
crisis. 
Num erous strikes in Lisbon 
and elsew here have been one feature 
of these reports.
